C.A.R. Pleases Everyone ...

For 76 per cent of the students 
at Sacramento State, C.A.R. 
(Computer Assisted 
Registration) was a success. The 
remaining 24 per cent recieved 
bad news in the mail on 
Thursday, Feb. | 

As far as administration is 
concerned, everything went well. 
The people in the computer 
center seemed quite happy with 
the program, (except those who 
didn’t receive the overtime 
afforded from past registration 
periods). 

Students who had incomplete 
class schedules were given a 
chance to add and drop during 
registration week. 

In an interview with Jack 
Gillespie, Director of C.A.R., he 
stated that the “...program itself 
is a resounding success.” 

One of the biggest problems

involved 15 classes, for which 
over 2,000 students requested 
admission. These were classes 
like Criminal Justice 192 
(American Criminal Justice and 
Minority Groups) or 
Photography 40 (Basic 
Techniques of Photography). 

Gillespie added that for the 
first time the departments have a 
real knowledge of how many 
students want what class from 
who at what time. As far as 
student demand of classes is 
concerned “..-most departments 
responded very well, a few 
didn't.” The big problem is 
resources, teachers and 
Classrooms. 

Although 89 per cent of all 
classes selected were granted by 
the computer, several problema 
were cited. For example, some 
students did not file work time 
sheets and were scheduled into 
classes when they worked and 


' 


some students who were mailed 
their incomplete schedules had 
no current address. 

Most students seemed to be 
cooperating and taking the new 
registration procedure with ease. 
Of the 24 per cent who have 
class problems, 13 per cent were 
missing only one class, about 
half were given a class at an 
alternate time and the other half 
have no class at Bll because of 
closed classes or time conflicts. 
This compares to the old 
registration procedures where it 
has been estimated that 50 per 
cent of the students did not get 
the classes they wanted. 

Most students seem quite 
happy with the system. There 
were fewer long lines to stand in 
and fewer cards to fill out. The 
only thing they grumbled about 
was the paying of fees. (Total 
intake from ‘student fees was 
over one million dollars.) 


Kofsky To Stay 


Committee Reverses Decision

In a surprise decision the 
* history department’s Tenure and 
Retention Committee voted 
January 22 to give Frank Kofsky 
“a terminal year contract...for 
1973-74, to be withdrawn if all 
requirements for the Ph.D. are 
met no later than May |, 1974.” 
In effect, this means that Kofsky 
will be granted tenure if the 
history department has in its 
ds his dissertation by May |, 
1874. According to Kofsky, the 
higtory department will receive 
it im the near future. 
Kofsky was originally denied 
Stenure by the department in 
December for alledgedly being 
‘tunduly pro-Black” in his 
behavior and grading policy. 
Kofsky was also charged with 
con tribugig a “demoralizing 


* atmospfiere” for his collegues in 


‘the General Education tutorials 
by insisting on having his own 
way and ewith being a divisive 


force among his collegues

because of his ‘‘unusually 
non-cooperative” temperment. 
When asked why the history 
department reversed its decision, 
Kofsky said, “The members of 
the committee saw that they 
were only going to ostracize 
themselves in an unsuccessful 
attempt to get rid of me. They 
had no. valid reasons for their 
first decision, and the speed with 
which they reversed it shows 
that more clearly than anything 
else. If they're willing to take me 
now, | obviously couldn’t be the 
incompetent they said I was.” 
Kofsky was called up before 
the committee on Jan. 18 at 
which time they questioned him 
about the charges. This meeting 
was the usual meeting which is 
granted prior to a grievance 
hearing. Kofsky was in the 
process of preparing a case to be 
presented to a grievance 
committee when the Tenure and 
Committee voted 
17-2 in faver of granting him

tenure. They had previously 
voted 14-6 in favor of denying 
him tenure. 

Student, faculty and media 
support, Kofsky belicves, 
contributed to helping the 
history reevaluate its position 
and completely reverse its 
decision. He contends the 
department was swayed by the 
massive student opinion against 
its original decision and reali:ed 
it had no case. Kofsky believes 
the department realized its 
charges of his being “unduly 
pro-Black’’ und ‘‘abrasive” 
toward white middle-class 
students could not be proven. 
Kofsky, an assistant professor 
of history has been a facu'ty 
member since 1969. His 
academic specialties are Black 
history and especially Black 
music aS a means for the 
re-interpretation of Black 
history.

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Imposing Tuition is Not The Way To 
Upgrade State University Standards

Comes now James G. Bond, new president of 
California State University at Sacramento, with 


the tired old saw that to appreciate a good 
education you have to pay dearly for it. On this 
basis, the educator favors tuition in the California 
State University and State Colleges. In an address 
to the Comstock Club, Bond said: “‘When you get 
things for literally nothing, you don’t appreciate 
them very well.”’ / 

Bond emphasized his concern is scholarship in 
the no-tuition colleges is being downgraded 
because the courses are free 

The simple and persistent truth is that making 
something expensive does not necessarily make it 
better, or even more valuable, in the long run. 

Charging substantial tuition would not in itself 
make the courses any better, make the professors 
teach better nor would it guarantee the students 
would learn more. However, it would discourage 
the poor and disadvantaged students who might 
look at the price tag on education and decide it 
was impossible to go to college. 

The purpose of the state university and college 


system is to create educational opportunities for 
qualified students, not to make a college education 
hard to come by so only the most highly 
motivated students and the more affluent students 
will participate 

California’s no-tuition state college system was 
established on the sound premise there ought to be 
equality in educational opportunity. Citizens 
wanted their children to get the best instruction at 
a reasonable cost. A tax-supported system was 
created whereby a college education would be 
available io any qualified student 

Clearly the object was to educate the young, not 
merely teach them to be beholden for the 
opportunity to attend college 

Not only the students gain from education. A 
skilled labor pool attracts the highest type of 
industry and investment capital to the state 
Everyone benefits. So everyone should pay, not 
just the students 

The way to upgrade education in California is not 
Bond's way - to make it more precious and less 
available - but to make it even more available to all 
those who are qualified.

It is finally over. After years of the agony of an 
unjust and unwanted war, the Nixon 
administration has finally decided that our 
Vietnam adventure is lost, and have pulled out 
with the best deal they could get under the 
circumstances. 

Now we hear the claims of those who led us into 
this debacle, and kept us in it for so long. They say 
they were right all along, and cite the settlements 
as proof of this. Nothing could be ‘nore erroneous. 

A warrior only negotiates when he cannot win. 
Our government never talked of going to the 
conference table until they were decisively 
defeated on the battlefield. True, American air 
power was able to stave off a devastating defeat, 
but it was never able to stop a group of poorly 
equipped Vietnamese, who happened to have the 
support of their people. 

The settlement finally reached was remarkably 
similar to the 1954 Geneva accords which we 
refused to sign. It also differed little from the 
proposals put forth by the Viet Cong several years 
ago. So what did our country accomplish? 

All we were able to salvage after all the years of 
death and destruction, was che keeping of that 
slimy dope-pushing, little dictator Thieu in power 
for a few more months, until he is finally kicked 
out by the Vietnamese people at some future date. 

it seems like a high price to pay for so little and 
it is. All we got for wasting 50,000 Americans was 
a little face-saving. 

However, the price we paid won't be quite so 
high if we learned the lesson, that a nation no

matter how powerful it is, cannot impose its will 
on another peopie. We have followed France down 
the road to defeat in Vietnam, let up hope that 
now we can put it behind us, and let us also hope 
that we never forget our tragic mistake. 

We should also give credit to those who had the 
courage to stand up to our government and say no. 
It would be a different world if 50,000 Germans 
had gone into the streets of Berlin during the 30's 
and faced arrest, in defiance of their government. 
The Germans paid the consequences for their 
silence, and so would the United States if we had 
remained silent. 

Those who raised their voices in protest were not 
able to bring the war to an end as soon as it should 
have been, but they were able to keep those 
destruction-crazed maniacs in the Pentagon from 
inflicting even more senseless damage, then they 
did on the people of Vietnam. 

While so much praise and attention is lavished on 
our POW’s, we should also stop and praise those 
who brought the war home, and turned the tide of 
public opinion against the war mongers in our 
government. 

When in future years we build monuments to the 
Vietnam War heroes, those monuments should 
bear not the names of the Westmoreland’s and the 
Abram’s, but the names of the Berrigan’s, Daniel 
Ellsberg, Col. Anthony Hebert, Martin Luther 
King and all the others who refused to be silent, 
for they are the true heroes of the American 
presence in Vietnam.

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Minorities Will Lose Travelin’ Lady To Sing At CSUS 
Under Bond's Plan

The report ot a Senate-Assem- 
bly joint committee on 
education may shed some light 
on University President James 
Bond's stand that the state 
legislature should stay out of 
policy-making in higher 
education. 

While warning against this 
‘*political intrusion”, by the 
legislature, Bond advanced his 
idea that state university 
students should pay tuition 

He also had some interesting 
things to say about who deserves 
to be educated by the state 
“Higher education was never 
intended for the masses,” he 
told the Comstock Club on Jan 
29 

“And I’m not talking about 
elitism—because we have to move 
beyond elitism--but we must at 


least create people who can 
handle the technology of our 
—.” 


He continued in that vein later 
in the week, telling the 
Downtown Rotary that 
colleges cannot afford to admit 
everyone who wants to attend 

to do so is to derogate the 
meaning of that (B.A.) degree by 
stretching it and stretching it 
until we've tarned out certified 
incompetents,”’ Bond said 

‘Dr. James G. Bond,”’ 
concluded Sacramento Bee 
statfer Mel Whitaker,” called on 
the public to realize that not 
everyone can or should go io 
college.” 

What the Senate-Assembly 
report reveals is that those 
people who invariably can not -~ 
and, in fact, are not - going to 
state colleges are the same ones 
who always get the educational 
shaft -- minority students. 

‘Racial minorities are 
dramatically underrepresented at 
the University of California and 
the California State Universi:y 
and Colleges,” warned the report 
of the Joint Committee on the 
Master Plan for Higher 
Education. 

Chicanos, who make up about 
16 percent of California’s 
population, represent only 5.4 
percent of the students in the 
California State University and 
College system. 

Black students make up 4.8 
percent of the enrollment at 
state universities and colleges, 
although black people represent 
12.5 percent of the state’s 
population

The only minority group which 
reverses the statistics is Japanese 
and Chinese Americans, who 
constitute 4.5 percent of 
California college students but 
only about 2 percent of the 
population.

The potential disturbance to 
the nearly four million people 
who annually visit the Tetons is 
far greater than it would have 
been at Florida's Everglades. The 
roar of commerical jets, echoing 
off the towering peaks, would be 
heard throughout the park. The 
feeling of peace and serenity 
that visitors expect to find in a 
national park would be 
destroyed, and there would be 
nowhere one could escape from 
the shattering intrusion. 

In December 1970, a regional 
office of the United States 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
issued a set of guidelines for 
jetport site selection, several of 
which are especially applicable 
to the Tetons: ‘‘The

Oregon, The State That 
Dared, Condemns Billboards 


from Aiternative Feature Service 
Oregon, the state that dared 


put one percent of the “Road 
Hog” Highway Trust Fund into 
bikeways and outlawed both 
“no deposit’ bottles and “‘pull 
tab” cans is now waging the 
Battle of the Billboards. 
Recently, Oregon's Governor 
Tom McCall announced the start 
of condemnation proceedings 
against five highway billboards 
in Marion County, Oregon, thus 
launching a test case which may 
spur the elimination of 
billboards in other states 

A compensation pian approved 
by the Oregon legislature in 
1971 has not been working well 
and McCall’s effort is an attempt 
to determine if condemnation 
may be a more effective means 
for getting rid of the boards 
Under the first plan, the state 
would have billboard owners 
receive 34 times the monthly 
income of their sings. The state 
would pay a quarter of the cost 
with the federal government 
paying the rest. Federal 
officians, who want to avoid this 
costly formula, are seeking 
merely to pay the replacement 


costs of the boards. 

In addition to bringing down 
the billboards, the 1971 law calls 
for establishment of travel 
information centers, and 
placement of signs on major 
highways, advising motorists of 
available services at each freeway 
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exit. These ‘‘logo’’ signs, 
indicating gas-food-lodging, are 
now seen all along. Interstate 
Highway 5. Once condemnation 
suits, or compensation formulas 
are worked out, the billboards 
will be on the road to 
extinction.

Sexism in the Newsroom

Alihough the field of 
journalism has opened up to 
more and more women in the 
past few years. women are still 
generally restricted to a few 
types of jobs — reporting for the 
women’s, education or religion 
Pages. 

The female newsroom 
employees of the Boulder Daily 
Camera decided to challenge this 
restriction in a civil rights suit ~ 
and won. 

On December 13, a hearing 
officer for the Colorado Civil 
Rights Commission ruled that 
the Camera is guilty of “a 
pattern and practice of 
discrimination” against women. 

The women on the Camera 
believe this is the first time a 
newspaper has been found guilty 
of discrimination based on sex. 

But the suit is not over yet. 
The newspaper’s publisher, 
editor, and managing editor 
insist their paper discriminates 
against no one. They will appeal 
the decision. 

The hearing officer ordered the 
Camera to establish an internal 
affirmative action program for 
hiring, as well as written 
objective guidelines concerning 
Starting salaries, pay raises and 
promotional opportunities. 

Her findings state that the 
Camera ‘‘failed to promote 
qualified women employees to 
straight news reporting positions

and consistently discouragea 
qualified women employees 
from accepting news reporting 
positions which would 
eventually lead to promotion 
within the company.” 

There will be no plans for 
affirmative action, according to 
Norm Christiansen, the Camera’s 
publisher. Asked whether he 
though the paper was guilty of 
any kind of discrimination, 
Christiansen answered, ‘Indeed, 
I don’t.” 

The women filed the suit 
because ‘‘we wanted other 
women to know it can be done,” 
said Beverly Butman, a staff 
writer for the women’s section. 
“We all went to the civil rights 
commission together — almost alli 
the women from the newsroom 
and women from other 
departments -- and filed 
statements.” 

Butman said she filed a 
statement because “I could see 
myself trapped, tied to the same 
desk all the rest of my life.” 

Bringing the suit had little 
effect on her job, Butman said, 
“There were some tense things 
right after the hearing, but it 
wasn’t too bad. Everyone was 
kind of nervous, but that was 
about all.” 

The case will now go back to 
the Colorado Civil Rights 
Commission for review.
